pledged to give Saudi Arabia political, military and eco- 
nomic support. The weekly, which circulates throughout 
the Arab World, gave no Sources for its story but said 
the pledges were part of a secret agreement Saudi Ara- 
bia had concluded with the previous administration of 
President Ford- It was later confirmed by President

WASHINGTON. July 26 (R). 
— The United States today told 
Israel that it was deeply dis- 
appointed by the decision of 
Benin’s government to give le- 
gal recognition to three Israeli 
settlements on the West Bank. 

State Department spokesman 
Hodding Garter said the Israeli 
action not only contravened 
international legal conventions 
but also constituted an obsta- 
cle to the peace-making pro- 
cess. 

"We are .deeply disappointed 


by this development,” the spo- 
kesman said in a department 
policy statement. 

The statement was telepho- 
ned this morning to Israeli Am- 
bassador Simcha Dinitz by Mr. 
Roy Atherton, who Is to be 
Assistant Secretary of State 
for Near Eastern affairs. 

The swift reaction followed 
a decision by the Israeli go- 
vernment to legalise three ex- 
isting settlements on the West 
Bank: Kafr Qaddum, Ofra and 
Maaie Adumin. The United

renews its call 
for Arab summit 


SIDON, Lebanon, July 26 (R). 
— Warring Palestinian and 
Lebanese guerrillas have begun 
withdrawing from volatile re- 
gions in southern Lebanon, fo- 
llowing an agreement aimed at 
ending fighting in the area. 

During a tour of the region 
today, I saw that Palestinian 
commandos and their Lebanese 
leftist allies had abandoned the 
southern coastal road as far 
as Nakoura, about 4 kms. 
from the border with Israel. 

Rightist forces had evacu- 
ated the village of Alma Al 
Shaab, about 1 km. from the 
border, and there were reports 
of rightist withdrawals from 
other frontier villages. 

The pull-backs went into full 
swing last eight a. few hours 
after agreement was reached 
cm a plan to implement the 
1969 Cairo accord regulating 
the presence of the estimated 
400,000 Palestinians in Leban- 
on. 

Palestinian commando lead- 
er Salah Khalaf (Abu Iyad) 
has hailed the endorsement of 
the plan as a great achievem- 
ent, and said it had been, acc- 
epted by all Pales tinian fac- 
tions. 

Mr. Khalaf, second in com- 
mand of Fateh said the sche- 
me- would be executed in two 
stages. 

In the first phase, lasting 15 
days; contingents of the mainly- 


Syrian Arab peace-keeping 
force would set up a protective 
cordon around Palestinian re- 
fugee camps. 

The second stage would en- 
tail the withdrawal of “armed 
men” from southern Lebanon 
and their replacement by reg- 
ular Lebanese troops. 

The Palestine news agency 
Wafa reported that the Pal- 
estinian leadership yesterday 
formed a .“Higher Security Co- 
mmittee” made up of all com- 
mando groups. 

The committee urged all gu- 
errilla organisations to deleg- 
ate a number of their men to 
join the Palestinian armed st- 
ruggle command (PASC) - - the 
commandos' military police 
within 48 hours with the aim 
of organising “police patrols.”

The rightwing Phalangist ne- 
wspaper Al Amal today gre- 
eted the new agreement with 
reservation, questioning whe- 
ther all the commando groups 
would honour their pledges.

Some voices are still being 
raised proclaiming that all ag- 
reements are useless and that 
the only solution will be to 
drive the Palestinians out of 
the country,” Al Nida said. 


SANTA, July 26 (R). — North 
Yemen today renewed its call 
for an urgent summit confe- 
rence to discuss inter-Arab 
disputes, Middle East develop- 
ments and the situation in 
the Horn of Africa.

But the township, pop- 
ulated by 60.000 blacks in an 
area of erne square mile, was 
reported quiet this afternoon 
with police standing by.

Dr. Feleke GedJe-Gbiorgis, ye- 
sterday told diplomats and the 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) that “the brazen acts of 
Somali aggression” began ear- 
ly on Saturday with military

In another dispatch from Na- 
irobi today, ENA quoted the 
Ethiopian National Revolution- 
ary Operations Command as 
saying that regular and militia 
forces were engaged m heavy 
fighting with Somali forces and 
that five Somali MJG planes 
were shot down by the Ethiop- 
ian air force on Sunday and 
Monday. 

The air force destroyed 30 
tanks and armoured cars while 
ground forces captured one 
armoured vehicle and destroy- 
ed nine.

King Hussein says war 
unavoidable if Mideast 
peace process fails 


AMMAN GJiA). — War and 
upheaval in the Middle East 
will be unavoidable if the pro- 
cess for peace fails, His 
Majesty King Hussein said in 
an interview with United Press 
International and released here 
in Arabic Tuesday. The United 
States should have a role to 
play in bringing peace to the 
area His Majesty said. 

The King told UPI he hoped 
that U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance will bring with 
him a clear-cut American po- 
sition regarding the Middle 
East after President Carter’s 
series of talks with leaders of 
the area. Mr. Vance is due to 
visit Middle East states inclu- 
ding Jordan early next month. 

King Hussein warned that 
without sufficient preparations, 
especially by the United States, 
the Geneva peace conference 
will end with disappointing re- 
sults. 

The King emphasised that a 
solution to the Arab-Israeli di- 
spute requires an Israeli with- 
drawal from Arab territories 
occupied in 1967, and recogni- 
tion of the legitimate rights of 
Palestinian people in their ho- 
meland. 

Referring to President Car- 
ter’s call on Israel to pull out 
of the occupied Arab territories 
and for establishing a Palesti- 
nian homeland. King Hussein 
said that President Carter’s co- 
urageous stand is encouraging. 
He said he cannot see any so- 
lution to the M.E. crisis with- 
out the return of the West 
Bank, the Gaza strip and other 
territories occupied by Israel 
in 1967. 

King Hussein underlined the 
necessity of granting the Pale- 
stinian people their rights, in- 
cluding self-dethrmination, and 
freedom of expression in every- 
thing connected with their link 
with Jordan. “Any relationship 
between the proposed Pales- 
tinian state and Jordan cannot 
take its final form unless it 
was freely determined by both 
Jordanians and Palestinians ali- 
ke,” the King added. 

If Israel is not willing to 
evacuate the occupied Palesti- 
nian territories, the area would 
face a dangerous crisis, the 
King added. 

King Hussein went on to say 
that in the case of failure of 
the American efforts to achie- 
ve a permanent and just peace 
to the Middle East, a wave of 
extremism would overrun the 
area and a state of despair and 
commotion would dominate it. 

The moderate parties would 
then find it very difficult to 
pursue policies which had bro- 
ught no results. 

The King said the situation 
in south Lebanon can become 
a flashpoint of a new confron- 
tation that could lead to dissas- 
trous consequences. 

On the Egyptian -Libyan dis- 
pute and differences among 
other Arab countries. King 
Hussein feels deep sorrow. “To 
see Arab disunity recently rea- 
ch such a delicate state during 


the present crucial stage.” 
He expressed hope that these 
differences were only a pass- 
ing cloud. 

In the past 25 years of Jor- 
dan’s life, King Hussein said 
that during this pediod “we 
were able to become a state. 
After the 1967 war we rose up 
to build a new Jordan. I hope 
that in the future, we would 
take a course in which our in- 
fluence would be felt, and to 
assist, as much as possible in 
bringing about a permanent 
and just peace to the area - - 
an objective to which I am de- 
voting my life." 


CAIRO, July 26 (R). — Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat has deman- 
ded that the Libyan Jamahiri- 
yah riismant-lp t raining ramps 

which he say were used for 
sabotage raids against Egypt, 
a Palestinian source said today. 

The source said that Arab 
mediators relayed the demand 
to Libyan leader Muammar Qa- 
dhafi yesterday as part of a 
set of conditions for mainta- 
ining the fragile Egyptian cea- 
sefire which has halted four 
days of border clashes and air 
attacks. 

The Palestinian source said 
President Sadat had warned 
that this was the “last chance” 
to settle peacefully the quarrel 
between the two countries. 

The source said that the Li- 
byans have counter-charged 
that there were saboteurs in 
Egypt who “disturbed the pe- 
ace” of the Libyan Jamahiriyah. 
Egypt has retorted that these 
were political refugees. not 
saboteurs, be said. 

The source said that Pales- 
tinians close to mediation eff- 
orts by commando leader Yas- 
ser Arafat consider the situa- 
tion between the two Arab ne- 
ighbours is still “delicate and 
explosive.” 

Among President Sadat’s de- 
mands is a halt to hostile pro- 
paganda between the two Ar- 
ab neighbours, the source said. 

But bitter exchanges betwe- 
en the two countries continued 
today. 

The Palestinian source said 
Mr. Sadat also insisted that a 
joint Libyan-Egyptian commit- 
tee should be formed to res- 
tore normal relations betwe- 
en the two countries, and that 
either Mr. Arafat personally 
or the Arab League as an or- 
ganisation. should supervise it. 

The Libyans suggested that 
Mr. Arafat’s Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) should 
be put in charge of the com- 
mittee, the source said. 

The Egyptian and Libyan 
governments have repeatedly 
accused each other of “sabota- 
ge".

Arab ambassadors in 
Washington optimistic 
about Geneva conference 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (R). — 
Arab envoys expressed optimi- 
sm here that the Geneva Mid- 
dle East peace conference 
would be convened later this 
year. 

The ambassadors of Egypt, 
Syria and Lebanon and the 
Charges d’Affaires of Saudi 
Arabia and Jordan held a holf- 
hour meeting yesterday with 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce to discuss his coining Mid- 
dle East trip and President 
Carter’s talks last week with 
Israeli Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begin. 

“We are optimistic about 
the convening of the Geneva 
conference,” Egyptian Ambas- 
sador Ashraf Ghourbel said 
afterwards. “But we are not by 
any means satisfied with Be- 
gin's stand.” 

Syrian Ambassador Sabah 
Kabbani said he agreed with 
Mr. Ghourbal. 

Lebanese Ambassador Najati 
Khabbani, the senior Arab am- 
bassador here, said the envoys 
had the impression that the 
U.S. administration would con- 
tinue the policy publicly sta- 
ted by President Carter. 

He was apparently referring 
to calls for establishment of a 
Palestinian entity and for Isra- 
eli withdrawal to its borders 
before the 1967 Middle East 
war. These points were not 
mentioned in public statements 
here after the Begin visit 

Meanwhile in Tel Aviv the 
English-language Jerusalem 
Post said today that the app- 
arent success of Mr. Begin's 
Middle East talks with Presi- 
dent Carter might be short- 
lived. 

The newspaper added that 
Saudi Arabia, "the most imp- 
ortant Arab state has not yet 
been heard from.” All three 
confrontation states depended 


to a lesser or greater or total 
extent on Saudi Arabia’s mu- 
nificence, it said. 

“The danger is that Saudi 
and Syrian acquiescence may 
be secured in exchange for a 
clandestine understanding that 
the U.S. will actively espouse 
the Arab position on the territ- 
orial and Palestinian questions 
after Geneva n begins.” the 
Post said. 

“There is thus much to be 
said in support of former Pre- 
mier Yitzhak Rabin’s criticism 
that the glory the Prime Mini- 
ster collected on his trip may 
be short-lived indeed, if there 
is no prior success in ensuring 
countervailing American supp- 
ort for Israel’s stand on. the 
nature of peace and according 
this issue priority at Geneva. 

But it is far from certain 
that such American support 
could have been ensured even 
by the limited kind of territorial 
flexibility that Mr. Rabin’s own 
government was prepared to 
adopt. 

“All these arguments and 
counterarguments are therefore 
hypothetical. Clarity about 
Mr. Begin’s strategy will eme- 
rge if and when the Geneva 
conference gets under way,” 
the Post said.

Sadat supports improved 
relations with Moscow 


CAIRO, July 26 (R). — Egypt- 
ian President Anwar Sadat 
has told Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev that he supports all 
efforts to improve relations 
between the two countries pro- 
vided there is no interference 
in each other's internal affairs 
toe official Middle East News 
Agency (MENA) reported to- 
day. 

MENA said the two leaders 
exchanged messages to mark 
the recent anniversary of the 
revolution which toppled Egyp- 
t’s monarchy. 

In his message, President 
Brezhnev said : “The Soviet 
Union has always supported 
the Egyptian people’s libera- 
tion struggle. The Soviet Uni- 
on also supports joint efforts 
for the sake of strengthening 
mutual relations, taking into 
consideration the interests of 
both our people." 

President Sadat replied: “Our 
people who strongly believe 
in fruitful and positive coope- 
ration with all the people of 
the world fully support all ef- 
forts for improving relations 
with the Soviet Union and str- 
engthening friendship bridges 
on the basis of mutual respect 
and without any interference 
in each other's internal affairs 


for the sake of their national 
interests, security and peace.” 

President Sadat, in a speech 
on July 16, referred to recent 
efforts to improve relations 
between the two countries and 
said : ‘The Soviet Union wan- 
ted to reestablish a friendship 
treaty and insisted we should 
pay for our arms needs in 
dollars.” 

Mr. Sadat said he replied: 
“No. I will not sign a new 
treaty. As for the arms, if I am 
going to pay dollars it would 
be better to buy from other 
sources which are much bet- 
ter by far. 

“I am not going to give any 
sjjecial position in Egypt for 
any power in the world," be 
stated. 

President Sadat last year ab- 
rogated a 15-year friendship 
treaty with Moscow. 

Foreign Minister Ismail Fah- 
mi had talks with Mr. Brezh- 
nev and Foreign Minister And- 
rei Gromyko in Moscow last 
month. 

It was agreed then that Mr. 
Gromyko should make a return 
trip to Egypt in August. In 
view of President Sadat's re- 
cent criticism of the Soviet 
Union; it is not yet known whe- 
ther this trip will materialise. 


ItaLian-U.S. talks centre 
on Communists, economy 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (R). - 
President Carter began talks 
today with Italian Prime Minis- 
ter Giulio Andreotti and said 
the Italian government under 
his leadership was trusted as 
well as admired and respected. 

His greeting underlined his 

confidence in the ability of Si- 
gnor Andreotti’s minority Chr- 
istian Democratic government 
to survive without Communist 
participation, even though it 
depends on Communist par- 
liamentary support. 

Signor Andreotti said In an 
interview in U.S.* News and 
World Report magazine this 


week that the issue of Com- 
munism in Italy “will be deci- 
ded by the Italian people and 
not the United States.” 

Signor Andreotti said the 
two days of talks would also

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Time of reckoning 


Let Israel not be deceived. The days when Israel 
was indulged and pampered at such exhorbitant cost 
to peace in the Middle East are clearly over. Mr. 
Begin cannot go about unilaterally throwing up obs- 
tacles to a settlement, his election promises not- 
withstanding. 

The American reaction to the Israeli government's 
precipitate step in legalising three highly contentious 
settlements on the occupied West Bank proves the 
seriousness of Mr. Carter’s commitment to finding a 
real peace in the Middle East 

By expressing "deep disappointment” and denoun- 
cing Israel’s action as contravening the Geneva con- 
ventions and constituting an "obstacle to peace” the 
U.S. is proving its good faith, and delivering an un- 
mistakable warning to the government of Mr. Begin 
that it can go only so far in exploiting the special 
relationship between the two countries. 

Mr. Begin had hardly shaken the Washington 
dust from his feet when the sophisticated witty diplo- 
matist who so successfully wooed the American Press 
and public reverted to his natural character of the 
hardlining former terrorist. 

The Israeli government’s decision to flout the 
Geneva Conventions and world opinion demonstrates 
how shifting are the sands upon which optimists pre- 
sumed the groundwork had been laid for a resumption 
of the Geneva Middle East peace conference. Exposed 
too is the fragility of the personal rapport established 
last week between the Israeli and American leaders. 

Did Mr. Begin think that, because the Americans 
did not take him to task for refusing to discuss Israeli 
withdrawal from the occupied West Bank, his go- 
vernment could therefore do as it wished with that 
part of the usurped Palestinian homeland? If so the 
strongly worded message his government received 
yesterday should disillusion him of American agreem- 
ent with his interpretation of divine providence. 

President Carter has set himself the task of 
arranging a reconvened Geneva peace conference la- 
ter this year. His envov. U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance is due in the Middle East early next month to 
bring the Arabs and Israelis closer to sitting down at 
the Geneva table. His mission is made considerably 
more difficult by the latest action of the Israelis com- 
pounding their occupation of the West Bank. 

The Arabs look to any peace talks as a means 
of achieving a just and lasting peace in the Middle 
East. They accept that inevitably this means a degree 
of compromise. But they expect that compromise to 
be two sided. From the latest action of his govern- 
ment it is clear that Mr. Begin expects any peace 
talks to ratify the status quo on the West Bank. 

The Arabs are prepared to reason with reason- 
able men, but from his actions Mr. Begin is clearly 
r.ot from within these ranks.

Two Jordanian dailies Tues- 
dav were concerned with the 
results of the Israeli Prime 
Minister's visit to the USA. 
A third daily commented on

AL RAT, in an editorial en- 
titled “End of Begin's visit," 
said that Israeli mass media 
for the first time on Monday 
admitted that Prime Minister 
Begin was unable to alter the 
viewpoint of the American 
president on the question of 
Israeli withdrawal to the p re- 
1967 borders. 

The paper continued by 
posing the question of how 
can Israeli withdrawal be ac- 
complished when neither the 
Arabs are willing to fight for 
that end nor the USA is wil- 
ling to put pressure on Israel 
to withdraw? 1 

The paper concluded by 
saying that Israeli pre-condi- 
tions for attending the Gene- 
va conference - - refusal to 
withdraw from Arab lands and 
refusal to recognise Palestin- 
ian rights for a homeland -- 
would ultimately lead to the 
failure of the conference. The 
USA’s refusal to put pressure 
on Israel and the continuous 
arms supply to this state lea- 
ves the Arabs with the op- 
tion of having to confront Is- 
rael 

AL DUSTOUR said that it 
is clear, in the light of their 
statements to Newsweek ma- 
gazine, that His Majesty King 
Hussein and Syria’s President 
Hafez Assad both reject Mr.

Akkad started by opening 
offices for his project (Filmco 
International Productions) in 
Los Angeles and Beirut, and 
Craig then began work. Akkad 
spent months jetting across the 
world, attending endless meet- 
ings in an attempt to raise the 
money. Finally, through Arab 
International Productions, he 
got backing from a tripartite 
group in Libya, Morocco and 
Kuwait The budget for this 
production is one of the big- 
gest in movie history.

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Then with Craig’s first draft 
in his hands, Akkad went with 
the author to Cairo, hired a 
hotel floor and. with three top 
Moslem scholars from Cairo’s 
A1 Azhar University, went 
over the script line by line. 


There were disputes, but 
Craig amazed the scholars by 
quoting chapters and verses 
even page numbers -- from 
the Quran.

The Israeli prime minister 
has no right to meddle in the 
future of the Palestinian state 
once Israel withdraws from it 
and he has no right to ob- 
ject to a Palestinian entity on 
Palestinian soil. 

The paper concluded by say- 
ing that the King and Presi- 
dent Assad thus have closed 
the door to any tampering 
with the bases of peace and 
to any bargaining over Pales- 
tinian land.

The reconstruction of Mec- 
ca formed the largest set of its 
kind since the film Cleopatra: 
It cost over $1 million. The 
amount of materials used was 
enormous : More than 250,000 
feet of tubular scaffolding: 300 
tons of local shale dug up 
from nearby fields for walls; 
300 tons of mud. as well as 
straw spread over split bam- 
boo. for other buildings; and 
100 tons of plaster for textur- 
ed walls. Wooden doors, gates 
and Arabic windows were built 
to replace the out-of-epoch tin 
sheets now in use. 

There were also dozens of 
interior rooms, courtyards and 
gardens, many of them over- 
looking the market place, whe- 
re up to 5.000 people were ga- 
thered for some sequences.

Although filming in Morocco 
went smoothly, Mustapha 
Akkad, for political reasons, 
had to move the whole unit 
out of toe country and find a 
new location in Libya. The 
desert surrounding Sebha was 
ideal for shooting the two bat- 
tle scenes - - toe Battle of 
Bedr (624 A.D.). in which 300 
Moslems fought against 1,000 
Meccans, and the Battle of 
Uhud (625 A.D.) which involv- 
ed 1,000 Moslems against 3,000 
Meccans. Dealing directly with 
the commander-in-chief of the 
Libyan army, he got 5.000 so! 
diers for the battle scenes. 

The clever feat of Akkad is 
to have succeeded in making 
the audience feel the presence 
of the Prophet Mohammad wi- 
thout showing him on the scr- 
een or letting his voice be 
heard -- two things forbidden 
by Moslem tradition. Akkad 
evoked every detail of the life 
and the message of Moham- 
mad through the behaviour of 
his close relatives, friends and 
enemies, such as • his uncle 
Hamza; Bu-Sofyan the power- 
ful leader of Mecca; his wife 
Ffind; Mohammad’s friend Bil- 
al; Khalid. who brought the 
Moslems to defeat at the Bat- 
tle of Uhud; Zeid; Amar and 
many others. 

The Message is a film not 
to be missed if you want to 
discover the story of the Pro- 
phet Mohammad, wbo changed 
the history of the world. 


So to capture the story of 
Mohammad and the riotous, vi- 
olent period with its idoi- 
worshipping demagoguery, Ak- 
kad assembled an international 
crew from 29 different coun- 
tries.

General opinion considers 
Carter’s Bible to be the 
Brookings Institute’s report in 
Washington, the report pub- 
lished in December 1975 under 
the title “Towards peace in 
the Middle East” which con- 
sists of twenty pages and is 
the result of six months of 
an intense exchange of views 
between sixteen personalities 
reputed to be experts in the 
field and representing several 
opinions. 

Agreement reached in the 
Brookings report, notably bet- 
ween reputed Zionists and 
staunch supporters of the Pa- 
lestinian cause has furnished 
President Carter not only with 
the substance for his Middle 
East policy but also a politi- 
cal method. One would not 
be surprised at the resemb- 
lance between the institute’s 
reports and Carter’s declara- 
tions on the subject when one 
knows that one of the Brook- 
ings Institute directors, Mr. 
Henry Owen had supervised 
the work of the "group of 
sixteen” who have prepared 
the report 

Two of the report's signato- 
ries also are President Carter's 
most trusted advisors on fore- 
ign policy, in which he has 
shown little interest in the 
course of his career. These 
are Mr. Zbigniew Brzezinski 
and Mr. William Quandt. The 
first won the post of advisor 
on national security at the 
White House previously held 
by Dr. Kissinger. Mr. William 
Quandt assistant to Mr. Brz- 
ezinski is the co-author of an 
excellent book cm the Pales- 
tinian movement called “The 
politics of Palestinian Nation- 
alism." 

Mr. Carter's suggestions, 
like the Brookings report, are 
only guidelines aimed to lead 
the belligerents to compro- 
mise. He had by Intermittent 
touches sketched a picture of 
peace as he sees it. The 
United States president, like 


General de Gaulle does not 
improvise. He writes down 
with care all that he intends 
to say publicly, and learns it 
by heart. 

If we collect his declarations 
and suggestions made here and 
there to the media and on var- 
ious occasions it becomes evi- 
dent that they are part of a 
coherent and structured peace 
plan parts of which are still 
missing for the moment. 

President Carter has adopted 
a policy opposite to that of 
Dr. Kissinger. He decided that 
a peace package deal should 
be worked out first and later 
implemented by steps after it 
has been approved. The step- 
by-step policy of Dr. JCissin- 
ger faltered after it had at- 
tained a number of its goals; 
to consolidate American influ- 
ence in the Middle East, sup- 
port fragile peace on all fronts 
and gain time by dividing the 
Arab World. Even Dr. Kissin- 
ger realised that it was high 
time to reverse the process. 
To determine the cadre, con- 
tent, modalities of peace 
would be more easy than to 
have the belligerents make 
partial concessions, the end of 
which could not be foreseen 
by them. 

Contentwise, President Car- 
ter has laid down the basis on 
which an agreement should be 
founded. Analysing the crucial 
interests of the two antagonist 
parties -- while not taking in- 
to consideration the aspira- 
tions of one or the ambitions 
of the other --he proposes a 
true peace much needed by 
the Israelis, and the restitu- 
tion of nearly all the occupied 
territories, a condition without 
which the Arab regimes could 
not survive. 

This formula is neither origi- 
nal nor audacious. It has ins- 
pired many of his predecessors 
at the White House and meets 
the approval of a large majo- 
rity of international public op- 
inion. But Carter has had the 
merit to announce it clearly 
and in public. 

He does not believe in secr- 
ecy. as did Dr. Kissinger in the 
handling of the Middle East cr- 


isis. For according to him se- 
crecy breeds feelings of mistr- 
ust and immobility between 
the two belligerents. By giving 
his peace plan a public audi- 
ence he wants to progressive- 
ly dispel the myths feeding Is- 
raeli and Arab public opinion, 
as to the demagogy or intrans- 
igence of certain leaders in 
the two camps. 

The Carter plan elaborately 
worked out in detail could be 
summarised in five points: 

1. Quality of peace: The Ar- 
abs would recognise Israel for- 
mally as well as its right to 
existence. The end of the state 
of belligerency would be fol- 
lowed by a complete normali- 
sation ot relations, including li- 
berty of movement and circu- 
lation in the economic, com- 
mercial, touristic and cultural 
fields. This normalisation co- 
uld not be revoked or changed 
by any change of government 
in the countries signatories of 
the peace treaty. 

2. The borders will be ap- 
proximately those of 4 June 
1967. Minor changes should be 
negotiated and approved by 
both parties.

3. Various other security me- 
asures should be worked out: 
The creation of demilitarised 
zones of 20 kms. in width or 
more, where International for- 
ces could be stationed, the in- 
stallation of electronic warning 
alarm systems tsimilar to those 
set up in Sinai in 1975) in addi- 
tion to multilateral guarantees 
from the Soviet Union, the Un- 
ited States, Security Council, 
Europe or unilateral guarante- 
es from the United States. 

On this last point an official 
source in Washington has in- 
formed the writer that Presi- 
dent Carter is not opposed to 
a contractual agreement. "Our 
responsibility would not be in- 
creased, the source said, as 
we shall in any case help Is- 
rael if its security is threat- 
ened.

5. Implementation delays. 
The end of the state of belli- 
gerency will take effect imme- 
diately after a treaty has been 
signed.

Speculation; Put your money 
where your mouth is 


Newcomers to Jordan are often bewilder- 
ed by the signs of affluence which they see 
all over the place. They are specially imp- 
ressed by the beautiful array of "fancy houses 
that defy those found in Bel Air and Beverly 
Hills. They wonder how a relatively poor 
country like Jordan can afford all that. 

That reminds me of myself when I first 
went to the United States to study. My mo- 
ther insisted on buying four suits for me so 
that I would look nice in that foreign coun- 
try. On the first day of the semester T wore 
a black suit with a red tie and went to class. 

Among my classmates I looked like a gyp- 
sy bride. Everybody thought at the time that 
I was the son of a very' wealthy Arab who 
owned oil wells in his backyard. 

For my part, I thought that my classmates 
were sloppy and did not know how to dress 
in a classroom. 

This difference in consumption habits ref- 
lects a cultured difference which is wider in 
perspective. Clothing occupies an eminent po- 
sition in my consumption pattern, particular- 
ly since clothing is considered one of the few 
essentials on which income is spent here. 
When people have even a little bit of cash 
on hand, above and beyond a quite limited in- 
come, money is spent on such essentials -- 
sometimes with extravagance. 


In Jordan as a whole, housing is a major 
consumption Item. Under conditions of limit- 
ed Income, fluctuating economies and limited 
needs, people tend to be myopic, or prefer 
current rather than deferred consumption. 
This of course creates that showy extravagan- 
ce in the case one of major consumption items. 

This extravagance is not fixed. It shifts 
from one consumption item to another. Cnee 
it lights on cars, then on houses, then on food, 
then on durable consumer goods. With every 
shift, an occasion for speculation arise?. 

Jordan is not yet completely done with 
real estate speculation. That spiral which 
came to a halt almost a year ago might rt.’.rt 
again. There is excess liquidity tucked -ay 
somewhere. It is beginning to emerge ir. the 
form of increasing demand deposits 

Where will all that liquidity go? it is dif- 
ficult to predict with comfort. Yet I \-,v.ve a 
proposition to make. Economic advisors :;nd 
executives in this country can direct it v. no re 
they want. Why not create the armesrhere 
for that liquidity to go into directly produc- 
tive ventures such as light, quick-yielding in- 
dustries, or profitable agricultural ventures. 
Why not? 

Let us introduce into our consumption pat- 
terns some investment which we badly need.

UNITED Nations, July 26 
(R). — A United States with- 
drawal from the UN. confere- 
nce on the, Law of the Sea 
would be nothing short of a 
disaster, conference President 
Shirley Amerasinghe said ye- 
sterday.

GATT CONFERENCE 
ENDS IN DEADLOCK 

GENEVA. July 26 (R). — A 
major clash on textiles betwe- 
en industrialised and develop- 
ing nations seems certain later 
this year after a 50-nation me- 
eting seeking a new tariff and 
trade agreement broke up Mo- 
nday night in deadlock. 

Developing countries -- not- 
ably Brazil, India and Egypt 
-- want the present agreeme- 
nt, which expires at the end 
of this year, renewed without 
change. The European Comm- 
on Market countries, however, 
want it to include provisions 
for "reasonable departures" 
from the former agreement, 
in the form of bilateral ac- 
cords. 

As the textile committee of 
the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) ad- 
journed in deadlock last night 
without setting a date for re- 
sumption, its chairman, GATT 
Director General Oliver Long 
warned that failure to agree 
this year could lead to “disin- 
tegration of international tra- 
de."

U.S. calls for

WASHINGTON, July 26 (R). 
— A nationally known figure 
should head an inquiry Into 
whether the 15 biggest United 
States oil companies cheated 
American consumers during 
the Arab oil embargo in 1973- 
74 a government agency re- 
port urged yesterday. 

The U.S. Securities and Ex- 
change Commission (SEC) cal- 
led for the investigation to be 
set up immediately. 

“There has- to be a major 
effort in the shortest possible 
time to once and for all make 
a determination if the public 
was overcharged during the 
embargo, SECs top enforce- 
ment official, Stanley Sporkin, 
wrote in the report. 

The study criticised as in- 
effective the Federal Energy 
Administration (FEA) set up 
during the embargo to coor- 
dinate U.S. oil policy. 


Soviets raise rents 
on foreign residents 


MOSCOW, July 26 (R). — 
Soviet authorities issued evic- 
tion warnings yesterday in a 
drive to bring rent increases 
of up to 120 per cent for fore- 
igners living in Moscow. 

Three Western journalists 
received what foreigners think 
will prove the first of many 
warnings of eviction in the 
dispute, which began early this 
year. 

Hundreds of diplomats and 
foreign businessmen and jou- 
rnalists then received deman- 
ds for higher rents from the 
Diplomatic Corps Service 
Bureau (UPDK), the foreigne- 
rs’ "landlord" in the Soviet 
capital. 

Most responded by calling 
for discussion - - and contin- 


ued to pay at the oid rate. 

UPDK brake a long silence 
yesterday, writing to the cor- 
respondents of three Western 
news organisations that the 
new rent agreements be conc- 
luded within 20 days. 

Representatives of Switzer- 
land’s Neue Zuercher Zeitung, 
and the Suddeutsche Zeitung 
and ARD Radio and Television 
of West Germany, were told 
that otherwise they could re- 
gard the letter as an “official 
warning of the need to vac- 
ate the premises you occupy 
within two months.”

Iran receives boost in drive 
to bypass Western companies 
and sell directly to nations 


By Ibrahim Noori 

TEHRAN, <R). — Iran’s 
drive to sell oil directly to oth- 
er nations, bypassing Western 
companies, has received an un- 
expected boost from the So- 
viet Union, which has for the 
first time asked this country 
for one million tons of crude. 

Last month, Brazil agreed to 
quadruple oil imports from Ir- 
an by December 1978 and for 
three years thereafter will pur- 
chase 25 per cent of its oil ne- 
eds from this country. 

Though the Soviet Union re- 
quested the oil last December, 
news of the move was disclos' 
ed only five months later by 
the Soviet trade representati- 
ve in Iran, Viktor Slavkov. He 
said the government had not 
at that time responded to the 
Soviet request. 

The oil. he explained, was 
for delivery to terminals on 
the Black Sea. If the deal went 
through, more Iranian crude 
would be purchased. 

Mr. Slavkov did not explain 
why the Soviet Union - - which 
buys crude also from Syria and 
the Libyan Jomahiryah - - wa- 
nts Iranian crude in addition 
to natural gas which is piped 
from Iran’s southern fields to 
the Soviet border town of As- 
tara. 


Informed sources said the 
two countries were discussing 
an oil barter deal under which 
the Russians would build a 
machine-tool plant in the nor- 
th-eastern province of Khora- 
san. 

The Soviet Union has al- 
ready built a machine-tool pl- 
ant and a steel complex in gas 
barter. The pipeline, which de- 
livered 10 million cubic metres 
of gas last year, was built with 
Soviet credit and repaid in gas. 

Iran is also believed to have 
paid in gas for a variety of it- 
ems of Soviet military equip- 
ment including armoured per- 
sonnel carriers, amphibious ve- 
hicles, trucks and artilleiy. 

But the government has so 
far failed to barter oil for so- 
phisticated U.S. military fighter 
jets, although it successfully 
concluded a £400 million oil- 
for-m issiles deal with the Bri- 
tish Aircraft Corporation last 
November. 

The news of new markets is 
welcomed by the state-owned 
National Iranian Oil Company 
(NIOC) which has been active- 
ly canvassing customers 'in an 
attempt to reduce the hold of 
the Oil Service Company of 
Iran (OSCO), the main extrac- 
tors and exporters of Iranian 
crude.

The NIOC is aiming to mar- 
ket about 50 per cent of Iran’s 
oil output by I960. 

Last year NIOC sold directly 
a record total of 55 million to- 
ns, to 35 customers, for a re- 
cord sum of $4,600 million. It 
hopes to push its direct sales 
this year even higher. 

Whether the Soviet Union 
and other countries buying Ira- 
nian crude pay in cash or kind, 
an expanded market means 
more income and less depende- 
nce by Iran on OSCO. 

On every barrel of oil sold 
directly, the NIOC earns an 
extra 22 cents that otherwise 
would go to OSCO in the form 
of discount for exporting oil 
under the 20-year agreement 
signed in 1973. 

The NIOC has bartered oil 
with Rumania and other coun- 
tries for refinery equipment 
and in acquiring equity in re- 
fineries in India, South Africa, 
South Korea and Senegal. 

Good news has come recen- 
tly from Bulgaria, Finland and 
East Germany. 

Bulgarian Ambassador Kiril 
Shterev said his country, which 
imported 400,000 tons of crude 
from Iran last year, will buy 

200.000 tons more this year. 

Finland said it would like to 
double its purchase of Iranian 
crude which last year totalled 

700.000 tons. 

East Germany, which impor- 
ts 15 million tons from the So- 
viet Union annually, last year 
bought 375,000 tons of oil 
from Iran and is expected to 
step up purchases this year. 

In the first quarter of fids 
year Iran sold 1.9 million bar- 
rels of crude to Spain, replac- 
ing Saudi Arabia as the main 
supplier of oil to that coun- 
try. 

Switzerland is reported to be 
interested in buying Ir anian 
crude. 

The new five-year deal with 
Brazil is worth $5 billion of 
which Iran will spend $1,500 
million in buying Brazilian 
goods and services. A soyabe- 
an complex to be built in Iran 
is a major joint project un- 
der discussion. 


Diplomats say UPDK argues 
that rents abroad have gone 
up by about 200 per cent in 
the last 10 years. 

The new rents would -mean 
foreigners paid more than 10 
times the rate charged Soviet 
tenants, and the Soviet Union 
constantly claims to have no 
inflation, foreign residents say. 

Rent for a typical three- 
room apartment would go up 
from the equivalent of £77 
a month to £173. A roomier, 
three-bedroom flat, also fur- 
nished would cost more than 
£300 a month, compared with 
£163. 

Offices are also affected. 

Herr Wolfgang Hauptmann 
of ARD said all three correspon- 
dents had written back reject- 
ing the ultimatum but stres- 
sing they wanted to negotiate 
the new rents. 

Most Western and Third 
World embassies were told by 
UPDK last month it was rea- 
dy to negotiate rents with 
them individually, a different 
approach from that used with 
the correspondents yesterday. 

Britain predicts 
annual North Sea 
oil production 

LONDON, July 26 (R). — 
The British government last 
night forecast annual oil pro- 
duction from the British sec- 
tor of the North Sea would 
range from 100 to 150 million 
tons in the years 1980-1985. 

The figures were given by 
Dr. John Cunningham, energy 
under secretary of state, in a 
parliamentary answer. 

He stated that offshore oil 
in the area in the first year 
-- 1975 -- totalled 1.1 million 
tons. Last year’s production 
was 12 million tons and in the 

first half of this year it was 

17 million tons. 

The forecasts were: 40-45 
million tons in 1977, 60-70 mil- 
lion tons next year, 80-95 mil- 
lion tons in 1979 and 100-120 
million tons in 1980, he said. 

“Annual production in the ye- 
ars 1980-1985 is expected to be 
in the range of 100-150 mil- 
lions.” 

The minister added: ’Tor fi- 
elds already in production or 
under development the unit 
cost of production is estimat- 
ed to range from $3 to $9 a 
barrel at 1976 prices, includ- 
ing exploration, development 
and operating costs and inte- 
rest"

Carter administration rejects 
Sen. Byrd’s request to defer 
AWACS planes sale to Iran 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (R). 
— The Carter administration 
told a Senate panel yesterday 
it planned to go ahead with 
the proposed sale of seven ad- 
vanced radar planes to Iran 
despite a request by Senate 
Democratic leader Robert Byrd 
to defer it until next year. 

Sen. Byrd wrote to Presi- 
dent Carter over the week- 
end saying it would be impos- 
sible for the Senate to give 
the $12 billion sale the care- 
ful consideration it deserved 
before Congress recessed on 
August. 

The administration’s rejec- 


tion of the Senate leader’s 
request was revealed by a su- 
bcommittee aide after a clo- 
sed meeting of the Foreign 
Relations Subcommittee on 
Foreign assistance. 

Witnesses from the Defence 
and State Departments defen- 
ded the sale against changes 
by the General Accounting 
Office (GAO), the congression- 
al watchdog agency, that the 
sophisticated equipment m i g ht 
fall into hostile hands and en- 
danger U.S. security. The 
GAO said that alternative rad- 
ar systems had not been con- 
sidered fully.

Lance receives vote 
of confidence from 
Senate committee 


WASHINGTON. July 26 (R). 
— U.S. Budget Director Bert 
Lance, one of President Car- 
ter's closest confidants, rece- 
ived a fresh vote of confi- 
dence yesterday from a Se- 
nate committee after defending 
a $3.4 million personal bank 
loan he obtained. 

Mr. Lance, head of the 
White House Office of Ma- 
nagement and Budget (OMB), 
denied anything improper in 
the loan from the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago two 
weeks before the Carter ad- 
ministration took office on 
January 20. 

He also denied he was giv- 
en special consideration for 
the loan because the Georgia 
bank he headed had opened 
a non-interest-bearing account 
in the Chicago institution a 
month before he was granted 
the loan. 

"You have been smeared 
from one end of the country 
to the other, in my opinion 
unjustly," Senate Governmen- 
tal Affairs Committee Chair- 
man Abraham Ribicoff told 
Mr. Lance, referring to news 
accounts of the loan transac- 
tion. 

Other committee members, 
both from Mr. Lance's Dem- 
ocratic Party and from the 
Republican opposition, said 
Mr. Lance had adequately ans- 
wered the' newspaper allega- 
tions. 

Sen. Ribicoff told reporters 
his committee has ended its 


probe of Mr. Lance's bank 
loan but will give the trans- 
cript of the hearing to the 
U.S. controller of the curren- 
cy. 

The controller, who regula- 
tes national banks is "con- 
ducting an inquiry over pos- 
sible violations of the nation- 
al bank act,” Mr. Ribicoff 
said. 

Mr. Lance said the control- 
ler “will find nothing but a 
straightforward business tran- 
saction” In the bank account 

Mr. Lance’s finances were 
taken up by the committee 
after he and President Carter 
recently asked for a waiver 
of his commitment to sell 
200,000 shares of National 
Bank of Georgia stock by the 
end of 1977 to avoid any ap- 
pearance of conflict of inte- 
rest. . 

The stock is now in a trust 
administered by Mr- Thomas 
Mitchell, a Georgia business- 
man, who informed the com- 
mittee he is on the verge of 
selling Mr. Lance’s holdings. 

Mr. Lance said two weeks 
ago he would lose some $1-6 
million if forced to sell the 
stock at present depressed pri- 
ces of around $12. 

But Mr. Mitchell indicated 
at the weekend that he had 
found a buyer willing to pay 
more than the trading price 
of the stock. Mr. Lance said 
this was not unusual in the 
sales of large blocks of bank 
stock.

EEC agrees on loan to Lebanon 

BRUSSELS, July 26 (R). — Common Market foreign ministers 
today agreed in principle to an EEC loan to help the reconstruc- 
tion of Lebanon but did not fix the amount community officials 
said here. Earlier EEC sources said the community was consider- 
ing a loan of up to $56 million to help repair some of last year’s 
civil war damage. 

UAE considers power project for Pakistan 

* ABU DHABI, July 26 (R). — An Abu Dhabi economic mission 
will leave here for Pakistan on Aug. 4 to dig ms s the possible 
financing of a power project for Karachi, It was officially reported 
here today. The Emirates News Agency said the project was vital 
for the city of Karachi and would produce an extra 125 mega- 
watts powered by gas turbines. Funds for the project might be 
provided by the Abu Dhabi Fund for Arab Economic Development 
the state’s foreign aid agency. 

North Yemen, UAE discuss aid 

* ABU DHABI, July 26 (R). — North Yemen State Minister Mo- 
hammad Salem Basendwa started talks here today on further 
aid to his country from the Abu Dhabi Fund for Arab Economic 
Development Mr. Basendwa, who arrived here yesterday, was 
seeking finance for water, sewerage, port, agricultural, animal 
husbandry and cement production projects, officials said. Experts 
from the fund win visit North Yemen later this year to study the 
projects on the spot and the fund has agreed to look into Yemeni 
requests for extra funds to finance the shortfall in the costs on 
projects already receiving Abu Dhabi aid, they added. Among 
such projects were water works for Sana', the Yemeni capital, 
and an agricultural scheme for the southern mountain region, 
they said. 

IMF will meet to discuss special fund 

* WASHINGTON, July 26 (R). — Finance ministers from key 
member countries of the International Monetary Fund (IMF) will 
meet in Paris on August 6 to finalise details of a special fund to 
help nations with balance of payments problems, the organisation 
said yesterday. The fund will be financed by Western nations with 
strong currencies and major oil exporting countries. It has been 
named the "Witteveen facility" after IMF chief Johannes Witte- 
veen and will give short-term help to both developed and deve- 
loping countries. Informed U.S. administration sources said H 
would be worth about $11 billion compared with Mr. Witteveen’s 
original target of about $16 billion.

Erich von Marbod, acting 
director of the U.S. Defence 
Security Assistance Agency, 
said the plane would help as- 
sure that Iran maintained a 
modem air force which in the 
1980s and 1990s would be eq- 
ual to that of any hostile re- 
gional force except the Soviet 
Union. 

He said the Iranians were 
apprehensive of Soviet support 
for some of its neighbours, 
especially Iraq. 

The Senate subcommittee is 
due to meet later this week 
to decide whether to refer the 
matter to its parent committee 
with a recommendation. 

Senate opposition to the sale 
is being lea by Sen. John Cul- 
ver of Iowa. 

The sale has also provoked 
considerable opposition in the 
House. 

The House International Re- 
lations Committee has schedu- 
led a hearing on the sale for 
Thursday, at which Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance and 
Deputy Secretary * of Defence 
Charles Duncan are due to 
testify.

Nbrlh-Soulh conducted an 
orderly auction to their best 
spot. South fell his hand was 
too strong to open one no 
trump because of his good 
five-card major and fine 
intermediates. After Norlh 
responded in spades. South 
manufactured a temporizing 
bid of two dubs to give his 
partner an opportunity to 
clarify his holding. When 
North vigorously supported 
hearts. South checked on 
aces, then settled in the 
small slam when he fuund his 
side was off an ace. 


West’s spade lead looked 
to the world like a singleton, 
so declarer rose with dum- 
my's ace. Since he could af- 
ford to lose a spade, declarer 
cashed the king and ace of 
clubs, then tried to ruff a 
club in dummy with the 
fight. East overruffed, cash- 
ed the king of spades and 
gave his partner a ruff for a 
two-trick set. 


South defen deH his play 
by claiming that he couldn't 
afford 1 m ruff with the queen 
of trumps in case the trump 
suit split 4-1. Surely that was 
more likely than a »i-2 club 
split'.’ True enough, hut de- 


clarer failed m realise that 
he could have claimed his 
contract if trumps were 
divided uu worse than 4-1. 

After winning the ace of 
spades, declarer sii»ulii draw 
one round of trumps witfuhe 
king.

Another jolt to alliance 

Chinese press 
slams Albania 



PEKING. July 26 (R). — 
Chinese newspapers today pu- 
blished a thinly-veiled attack 
on Albania amid increasing ev- 
idence of a serious rift bet- 
ween Peking and its once-clo* 
se ideological ally. 

Two Peking newspapers, in- 
cluding the People's Daily, 
gave prominence to a state- 
ment by a Greek Mancist-Len- 
inist refuting Albanian claims 
that China was deflecting the 
revolutionary movement from 
its true path. 

The news item did not men- 
tion Albania by name but al- 
luded to "revisionism, dogmat- 
ism. splittism and opportuni- 
sm." in Tirana, the Albanian 
capital. 

In his statement Mr. Petros 
Stagos of the Greek Revolu- 
t ionary Communist Movement, 
defended Mao Tse-tung's con- 
cept of the three worlds 
superpowers, developed coun- 
tries and developing countri- 
es. 

Earlier this month, the Alba- 
nian newspaper Zeri i Popullit 
(Voice of the People) attacked 
the three worlds theory as 
anti-Leninist. 


Reports from Belgrade yes- 
terday said Albania had told 
Chinese experts in the tiny 
Adriatic country there would 
be no need for them to stay 
"beyond a certain point-" The- 
re was no official comment 
here. 

Today's news item was the 
nearest Peking has come to a 
direct answer to the Zeri i 
Popullit editorial and sugges- 
ted Albania may be playing in- 
to Moscow’s hands. 

It spoke of "opportunism wh- 
ich may be leftist in worth 
. . . and serves the policies and 
cunning plots of Soviet so- 
cial-imperialism." 

There have been other signs 
that the lop-sided relationship 
between the 800 million Chin- 
ese and 2.5 million Albanians 
was floundering. 

Chinese coverage of Albani- 
an news has shrunk -- perhaps 
because Tirana has still not 
reported last October’s down- 
fall of China's "gang of four" 
radicals. 

Albania appeared disturbed 
by the radicals’ dismissal. One 
of the group, Mr. Yao Wen- 
yuan, was the last important 
Chinese to visit the Balkan st- 
ate.

Morocco, Mauritania 
strengthen alliance 
against Polisario 


RABAT. July 26 (R). Moroc- 
co and Mauritania yesterday 
strengthened their military al- 
liance against the nationalist 
Polisario front movement wh- 
ich is seeking independence 
for the Western Sahara. 

An official communique is- 
sued here said the two coun- 
tries had decided on Joint me- 
asures to deal with "any ag- 
gression agair.st tneir national 
independence." 

After a meeting of the Mut- 
ual Defence Committee, presi- 
ded over by Morocco's King 
Hassan, the communique said 
the two countries had agreed 
to set up technical commissi- 
ons "to further reinforce coor- 
dination in all fields between 
the two countries’ armies In 
order to foil all manoeuvres 


aimed at threatening their na- 
tional unity and their territor- 
ial integrity." 

This was seen here as a re- 
ference to attacks over the 
past year on the two countries 
by the Algerian-based Polisar- 
io front. The Western Sahara 
was ceded by Spain to Moroc- 
co and Mauritania last year. 

After the Mutual Defence 
Committee was established in 
May, Morocco airlifted 600 
troops to the Mauritanian to- 
wn of Zouerate to help defend 
it against the Polisario front 
which had made three attacks 
in the space of two months. 

Yesterdays communique sa- 
id thtre had been "excellent 
coordination in defence mat- 
ters between the two coun- 
tries" since the defence pact 
was signed.

33.000 men was reached dur- 
ing two days of talks h*re 
between Mr Brown and Sou th 
Korean officials. They decid- 
ed the withdrawal would be 
phased over four to five yeare.

6.000 men by the end of next 
year. 

The United States said that 
in return it would help South 
Korea build up its own defen- 

ces 

South Korea’s Defence Mi- 
nister Suh Jyong-chul told the 
press conference that what he 
called these compensatory me- 
asures were "constructive and 
substantive”. 

While ground forces will be 
withdrawn, the Americans wo- 
uld boost their air force pre- 
sence and naval forces would 
remain in the area, a joint co- 
mmunique said. Some intel- 
ligence. communications ana 
other support units also would 
stay.

Official warns of serious 
racial conflicts in Sweden 


STOCKHOLM. July 26 (R). 
— Sweden's top immigration 
official said yesterday that cl- 
ashes between gangs of Swe- 
dish youths, known as "Rag- 
gare" and Assyrian and Gyp- 
sy minorities were only the 
beginning of possible serious 
racial conflicts in Sweden. 

"Things may well become 
far worse," Immigration and 


Naturalisation Board Director 
Kjell Oeberg said in an inter- 
view published in the news- 
paper, Aftonbladet. His com- 
ments were later confirmed in 
a telephone call with Reuters. 

"Year after year we've sat 
and condemned the United St- 
ates but now the same things 
are happening here and we act 
just as disgustingly," he said. 


Accidental explosion follows 
floods in Johnstown, Penn. 


JOHNSTOWN. Pennsylvania. 
July 26 (R). — An explosion 
ripped through a building in 
this flood-ravaged town yes- 
terday. leaving at least 1J pe- 
ople injured, three of them 
critically, police said. 

The biast occurred in a co- 
mmercial area of Johnstown, 
which was devastated last we- 
ek by a flasli flood that killed 
at least 56 people and caused 
damage estimated at $200 mil- 
lion. 

Local officials said the ex- 
plosion was caused by leaking 
gas. 

Efforts to clear up after the 
flood were hindered by a sev- 
ere storm moving through the 
mountainous area and the Na- 
tional Weather Service issued 
a flash flood warning to rema- 
in in effect for the rest of yes- 
terday. 

While the official death toll 


from Wednesday's flooding re- 
ached 58, State Police denied 
rumours that more than 100 
other bodies had been found. 

"We heard the report on 
news broadcasts but there is 
no way to substantiate it,” a 
police spokesman said. 

An estimated 50,000 people 
were left homeless by the flo- 
od. created by a nine-hour th- 
understorm on Tuesday night, 
during which almost 300 mm. 
of rain fell. 

Officials said about )00 pe- 
ople were still missing after 
last Wednesday’s flood. They 
added that many bodies had 
been washed away and might 
never be found. 

Johnstown stands in an ar- 
ea known to be prone to sud- 
den flooding, but last w-pk’s 
disaster was the worst in the 
town since 1889, when more 
than 2,000 people were killed. 


In the Indus' rial city of So- 
edertaelje recently, a gang of 
"Raggare’’ attacked a group of 
Assyrians, members of a Chri- 
stian minority sect who came 
to Sweden from Turkey and 
other Middle East countries in 
the mid-1970s to escape what 
they describe as religious per- 
secution there. 

In the past few days Swe- 
dish youths have also clashed 
with Gypsies living in a sub- 
urb of Malmoe. 

Mr. Oeberg yesterday ex- 
pressed astonishment at the 
lack of public indignation in 
Sweden at the behaviour of 
the "Raggare" towards racial 
minorities. 

Mr. Oeberg said that Swedes 
protested when the "Raggare" 
vandalised and destroyed pub- 
lic amenities “yet in these ca- 
ses where "Raggare” now atta- 
ck minority groups, suddenly 
there is no reaction and inste- 
ad of becoming indignant, pe- 
ople say they understand the 
"Raggare" or even side with 
them," he said. 

Mr. Oeberg said that when 
the children of today's immi- 
grants grew up they would be 
much less likely than their 
parents to tolerate intimida- 
tion by ' racialists. 

"They’ll gang together and 
use violence against violence 
and we can expect riots ex- 
actly like those we have seen 
in other countries," he added.

At the time of his release 
a Swiss government spokes- 
man said that a $2 million ra- 
nsom had been paid in Switze- 
rland.

Swiss banking laws allow ba- 
nks to lift their famed secrecy 
at the request of the authori- 
ties if the money involved is 
suspected of being linked to 
crime. 


More U.S. infants die 
of radioactive exposure 

NEW YORK, July 26 (R). — Infant deaths rose sharply in five 
American states exposed to heavy radioactive fallout after a 
Chinese nuclear test last September, a U.S. radiologist said. 

Dr. Ernest Stemglass said yesterday that infant mortality ra- 
tes in a group of northeastern states had risen by between 13 
and 41 per cent early this year. 

He said that the "most conservative estimate" showed infant 
mortality up by 100 deaths in the northeast on the previous year 
despite an overall drop nationally. 

His study, presented last week to the National Academy of 
Sciences in Washington, indicated that the higher infant mortali- 
ty in the northeast was probably caused by markedly higher con- 
centrations of radioactive iodine in the thyroid glands of foetu- 
ses. 

Radioactive iodine tends to collect in cow’s milk and concen- 
trate in the thyroid gland, according to Dr. Stemglass, a radiolo- 
gist at the University of Pittsburg. 

U.S. government statistics revealed a higher incidence of in- 
fant deaths from causes that could be connected with radioactive 
iodine in the thyroid in those states where fallout was greatest, 
he told a reporter.

MADRID. July 26 (R). — Spa- 
in’s Socialists and Communists 
were defeated today in an at- 
tempt to win greater represen- 
tation on a parliamentary com- 
mittee that will decide the ur- 
gency of government bills.

WESTMINISTER, California, 
July 26 (R). — A man accused 
of luring two women into the 
desert to photograph them be- 
ing tortured and dismembered 
appeared in court here yester- 
day. 

The prosecutor alleged that 
Mr. Fred Douglas, 48, owned 
a set of torture instruments 
"which would make the Mar- 
quis de Sade envious.” 

Mr. Douglas pleaded "not 
guilty" to charges of attempted 
murder and solicitation of mur- 
der. A further court hearing 
was set for Aug. 3. 

The case has attracted wid- 
espread- publicity following a 
scandal over so-called "snuff 
movies" in which it was alleg- 
ed that a film shown in a New 
York pornographic cinema was 
of a woman being murdered. 
The film's producers denied 
that the woman was really be- 
ing killed. 

In the current case, police 
said they found no movie equ- 
ipment in Mr. Douglas’ poss- 
ession, and they described pho- 
tographic apparatus found in 
his van as "rather amateuri- 
sh". 

His attorney, Mr. Patrick 
Magers, said yesterday there 
was no solid evidence that Mr. 
Douglas intended to commit 
murder when he was detained 
last Wednesday. He was arres- 
ted while taking two women 
police officers he thought to be 
prostitutes to a site near De- 
ath Valley for a pornographic 
photo- taking session.

Parliamentary body questions 
British military preparedness 


LONDON, July 26 (R). — 
A British parliamentary com- 
mittee today expressed con- 
cern about Britain's ability to 
rush reinforcements to NATO's 
northern flank in Norway in 
the event of war. 

A report by the all-party 
Committee on Expenditure al- 
so questioned the practice of 
taking troops from Britain’s 
55,000-strong Army of the 
Rhine for duty in Northern 
Ireland. 

It said some 5,000 troops 
were now detached from West 
Germany to the troubled Bri- 
tish province, impairing their 
operational readinesses and 
depleting the Rhine Army. 

The current situation in Ul- 
ster offered little hope of bri- 
nging down this total, and 
should the units be needed in 
Germany they would leave be- 
hind a security problem, the 
report added. 

The committee expressed 
“aDorehension" about Britain’s 
NATO-linked strategy of as- 
suming that any conflict will 
follow a period of rising poli- 
tical tension, allowing time 


to mobilise reinforcements and 
reserves. 

The 100,000-word report said 
a number of authoritative so- 
urces, including U.S. senators, 
had spoken of "increasing sig- 
ns that the Warsaw Pact for- 
ces are enhancing their ability 
to mount a surprise attack." 

But it did not pass judgment 
on this, saying that the com- 
mittee's task was to assess 
Britain's ability to mobilise its 
forces, not to question the 
assumptions on which strategy 
was based. 

The committee said that 
during a visit it paid to nor- 
thern Norway, the question of 
rapid reinforcements' “recurred 
again and again. 

"Concern was expressed at 
the reduced availability of 
craft suitable for landing tro- 
ops and equipment 
"We were left in absolutely 
no doubt by all the officers. 
British and Norwegian, to 
whom we sDoke, that unless 
reinforcements arrived during

A police 
spokesman said there had been no fresh violence looting or ar- 
son. Supporters of the three main political parties appeared to be 
equally involved in the post-election turmoil, the police spokes- 
man said. 


More Moslem Filipino rebels surrender 

* MANILA. July 26 (R). — Nearly 1,300 Moslem rebels have 
surrendered to the government since a ceasefire in the south- 
west Philippines was agreed with the rebel Moro National Libe- 
ration Front (MNLF) six months ago, the Defence Department 
said today. In a statement on the situation !n the south, where 
the ceasefire has been broken by occasional clashes, the depart- 
ment said government efforts to bring the area back to normal . 
had led to the surrender of a few dissident groups, including 171 
supporters of the Communist underground New People’s Army. 
Yesterday the Southern Commander, Rear Admiral Romulo Es- 
paldon, announced 235 MNLF members from the Moslem rebel 
stronghold on the Island of Sulu had surrendered. The Defence 
Department announced today the surrender of 90 more In the 
Sulu Island group. This brought total surrenders In six months
